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SCIENTIST WALLACE DEAD; 
SHARED DARWIN HONORS 


Noted Discoverer of Malay Is- 
land Ethnological Division 
Passes Away in London 


Nov. 7.—Alfred Russell Wal- 
died | 


LONDON, 
lace, an eminent British sctentist, 
here today, aged ninety-one years. 


Prof. Wallace, the “grand old man of 
science,” shares with Darwin the hon- 
ore of having set forth the scientific 
principles of evolution. 

Wallace's bent toward scientific re- 
search dated back to a collection of bee- 
tles, which he begun as a school boy 
and to complete which he made an ex- 
pedition to the Amazon in 1848. 

A year or two later he visited Su- 
matra and Java, and discovered that the 
Malay Archipelago was ‘divided into a 
group of islands, which in origin are 
Oriental and an eastern group, which 
are Australian. The two groups are di- 


vided by a narrow belt of sea known 
as “Wallace's line” on the opposite sido 
of which the indigeneous animals are 


as widely divergent as in any 
of the world 
Wallace became convinced of the truth 


two parts 


of evolution and originated the theory 
of natural selection during these travels. 
His work in the development of the 


law of evolution supplements that of his 
friend, Darwin, and the result is often 
called the “Darwin-Wallace theory.” 
On the occasion of his ninetleth birth- 
day he gave out @ long statement de- 
claring: 
“T have come to the general conclu- 


sion that there has been no advance 
either n Intellect or morals since the 
days of the earliest Egyptians. Every- 
thing is as bad as it possibly can be. 


There exist in our midst horrors ana 
dreadful diseases never known before. 
Our whole social environment {s rotten, 
full of vice and everything that is bad.” 


$100,000,000 OF COAL

tations for continental United States 
for 1912 will approximate $100,000,000, 
according to figures based upon the ex- 
portation for the first eight months 
of this year, compiled by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce.

Freund, Recent Visitor to City, 
Becomes Booster When He 
Goes Home 


John C. Freund, editor of Musical 
America and the Music Trade, who was 
in Atlanta a short while ago, has joined 
fhe Boosters’ club of the city, and in 
the November 1 issue of the Music 
‘Trades, one of his papers, he has devo- 
ted the entire first page to telling what 
a fine city Atlanta 1s, and how the south 
as a whole is progressing. 
“I was favorably impressed,” says 
Mr. Freund, “with the splendid advance 
which the south has made, !s making, 
and will continue to make in all lines 
of endeavor, whether industrial, com- 
mercial, or financial.” 
In his article, written from Atlanta 
on October 25, Mr. Freund says the first 
thing that strikes the northern visitor 
is that the old south is disgppearing. 
a4 tar as the larger cities are con- 
cerned. 
“These cities,“ he writes, “no longer 
represent the agricultural interests as 
as they used to doin former times. They 
are becoming more and more indus- 
trial centers. This is particularly true 
of such towns as Birmingham, Atlanta 
and Nashville.”

Prosperity in Georgia. 

The picture of Georgia’s prosperity that is painted 
by Robert F. Maddox, vice president of the American 
National Bank in Atlanta, in a published interview, 
reveals that the good times recognized by every ob- 
server in his own community form a state-wide con- 
dition, and that all of the southeast shares in them, 

A remarkable change within thé past ninety days 
is commented upon by Mr. Maddox. Collections have 
become easy, nearly all of the five million dollars 
which the Atlanta banks received from the national 
treasury for moving the cotton crop hat been repaid, 
and the deposits in the Atlanta banks are now at 
the highest mark in their history. This is indeed a 
striking summary by a conservative authority, “Our 
manufacturers are busy, our merchants are cheerful, 
and therefore the bankers are content,” says he. 

Mr. Maddox attributes this condition wisely to two 
things—the economically raised cotton crop, resulting 
from intens 


ve cultivation which the farmers are 
learning to apply; and the largest corn crop in the 
state’s history, creditable largely to the work of the 


Boys’ Corn clubs. 


He estimates the value of the cot- 
ton crop in Georgia this season at approximately 
$200,000,000, and quotes an estimate of 75,000,000 
bushels on the corn crop. 

Behind these substantial factors lfe other cordi- 
tions to which Mr, Maddox gives credit and which are 
recognized generally, First of these is the south’s tm- 
munity from tariff change. This section has had very 
Httle protection heretofore, he points out, and there- 
fore was not so greatly to be affected as were perhaps 
other sections of the land, Second is the confidence 
with which the south awaits a sane and wise cur- 
rency law under President Wilson's guidance, and 
awaits a sure and safe solution by the president of 
the Mexican problem. Uneasiness found in some 
other quarters of the country on these points is not 
shared here. 

This confidence, and Georgia's and the south’s 
production of two big staple crops, lay a foundation 
for prosperity which is not to be shaken.

The speech made in the south on October 27 by the 
president of the United States ought to be, with suita- 
ble adaptation, committed to memory by all the public 
school children of America, It is not only Mterature 
of a high order, but it is the finest type of statesman- 
ship, and it contains a clear declaration of a few of 
the fundamental principles of modern national policy 
which every one should know. - 

Let us note five great truths the president's speech 
emphasize: 

1. THE DISAPPEARANCE OF CONQUEST. “The 
United States,” he said, “will never again seek one 
additional foot of territory by conquest" Look over 
the pages of your history and see what that means. It 
is the end forever of that old drunken dream of impe- 
rialism which till now has cursed the world. And how 
significant to our sister American nations 

2. THE DISAPPEARANCE OF CHAUVINISM, oF 
the narrow, truculent kind of patriotism that is always 
urging a nation on to war. Now comes that higher 
patriotism, which does not stand for one nation as 
against another, but for the people of all nations 
against the privileged. Better even than the glory of 
our own country, and “dearer than anything else to 
tue thoughtful men of America, is tne development of: 
constitutional Mberty in the world. Human rights 
$ . against material interests; that is the issue 
which we now have to face.” , 

3. ESSENTIAL AMERICANISM IS NOT SYMBOL- 
IZED BY THE DOLLAR. “This is not America be- 
cause it is rich. America is a name which sounds in 
the ears of man everywhere as a synonym of individ: 
ual opportunity, as a synonym of individual liberty. 
In these words the president states clearly what 1s 
America’s new and true note in the hymn of destiny. 

It is because America meanS more individual oppor- 
tunity than any other nation gives that America has 
so materially prospered. 

4, THE SUREST BASIS OF UNIVERSAL PEACE 
IS BETTER UNIVERSAL ACQUAINTANCE. We hate 
tuose we do not know. To understand a sister nation 
or race is to remove the possibility of war. Hence an 
extending commerce with all the world and improved 
travel conditions mean the death of war. “interes 
does not tie nations together,” said Mr. Wilson. .t 
sometimes separates them.” But sympathy and under- 
standing do unite them.” Hence by the Panama canal, 
“while we physically cut two continents asunder, we! 
spiritually unite them.” 

5. Modern life, modern business and modern states- 
manship bring more and more into use the PRINC: 
PLES OF MORALS, less and less THOSE OF EXPE- 
DIENCY. Every successive rear the deep equities of 
life are more aPpealed to, while profit and selfishness 
are less made arguments. “Do not think, gentlemen,” 
said the president, “that questions of the day are mere 
questions of policy and diplomacy. They are shot 
through with the principles of life.” 

‘The president’s speech is a mighty fine specimen of 
intelligent optimism. 

If any preacher js at loss for a Thanksgiving ser 
mon he will find Mr. Wilson's address a good text, and 
he is welcome to my five divisions. 

This world is slowly rolling upward; it has been 
and is rather weedy and wicked, but to read such woras 
as these from the chief executive of the foremost twen- 
tieth century nation certainly cheers us, and makes us 
believe that his prophecy is true, that humanity 1s° 
steadily climbing up, and that “we shall soon come out 
on those great heights where there shines, unobstructed, 
the light of the justice of God." 

Any statesman that is in earnest with such senti- 
ments as these cannot go far astray.

| Resources of Siberia 2 


(New York Sun.) 

A recent traveler in the Amur river country speaks 
ef wonderful possibilities of development there. 
Wealthy though it ‘s, the district is but little known. 
The Amur is navigable for a distance of 2,000 miles, 
from Nicolaivsk, at the mouth, to Stretensk. The 
whole country appeared fine and promising. There 
are wide plains, wholly uncultivated, on which grows 
excellent srass, about three feet high, of fine texture. 
These plains, it is estimated, would support millions of 
sheep or cattle. The soil is of good quality and of a 
deep black. 

In the gardens and plantations where settlements 
have arisen beautiful crops of all descriptions were 
to be seen--wheat, barley, oats, and potatoes in abund- 
ance. Through the last 600 miles to the sea the coun- 
try is one expanse of splendid forest, both on Russian 
and Chinese territory. In every mountain gully there 
were Chinese prospectors seeking gold. A hundrea 
million people could be settled in this white man’s 
country. 

Easily navigable, the Amur provides a great natural 
highway for traffic from end to end, It is strange 
that neither the Chinese on the south nor the Russians 
on the north appear to have made any serious effort 
to develop the resources of the country. 

The Russians are adopting strong measures to pre- 
vent the advance of Chinese on this territory, but as 
yet Chinese are to be seen everywhere. 

On the river bank opposite to Blagoveshchensk a 
prosperous Chinese city has grown up, but no native 
boatman 1s allowed to cross the river from that side. 
Chinese may only use the ferry, which is a Russian 
monopoly, upon obtaining from the Russian consul ® 
special permit. The political situation is distinctly in- 
teresting. As to the antiquity of Chinese industry in 
this part of Siberta, there are evidences that the goid 
mines were worked by them centuries ago. Growing 
ov of some of the old workings are trees of great size 
and age.

The central council exercises no authority other tham 
advisory over the different branches, but 1s always 
ready with helpful suggeStions. The new works under- 
taken within the year indicate how varied the activi 
ties are. Much attention is now being given to caring 
for delinquent girls and erring women. Sometimes the 
Knig’s Daughters co-operate with other organizations 
in such work, but often they initiate it.

The Value of Thoroughbreds 


OR NBARLY thirty years I 
have bred thoroughbred poul- 
try, hogs, cattle and some 

horses, and have come directly in 
contact with a majority of the south- 
ern people who itre interested in this 
line of work. I have watched this 
work carefully for the past thirty 
years and have also come in contact 
with people in other sections of coun- 
try who do appreciate the careful 
breeding of live stock, and have com- 
pared these people and their methods 
with the people of this section of 
country. It does look like our peo- 
ple will never appreciate or never 
become: interested in good blood of 
any kind, or consider at all the pedl- 
gree or breeding of an animal or 
fowl. It seems strange that our peo- 
ple are so negligent in this respect; 
but it is a fact, neverthless, and 
there are but few people in the south 
who take into consideration the pedi- 
gree or breeding of an animal one- 
hundredth part as much as the east- 
ern or western breeders do in their 
operations. 

For instance, in sections of coun- 
try where a living comes almost en- 
tirely from the live stock industry, naturally people who are’ dependent on 
such for thelr bread and meat study and take into consideration and measure 
the value of good blood and of line breeding. Therefore, an animal, as a 
rule, most always sells according to its pedigree and according to the blood 
jines behind them. It takes generation after generation of exhibiting, care- 
ful breeding and care and attention to make a reputation for certain animals 


and the price received for their offspring after they have won many prizes 
in the hottest of competition, it naturally makes a reputation for their off- 
spring, and the price paid for them is always measured by the pedigree or the

Whitfield County Commission-

ENGLAND AND MILITANTS , 
MAY REACH AGREEMENT 


(By Associated Pross.) 

LONDON, Nov. 7.—Decided’ efforts are 
being made to induce the British gov- 
ernment to come to an agreement with 
suffragists whereby a measure of en- 
franchisement of women can be. made 
a part of the liberal party's official pro- 
gram. 

Some of the suffragist leaders de- 
dlare this movement has obtained con- 
siderable headway. A significant fea- 
ture of the conferences has been the 
presence of Mr, and Mrs. Frederick 
William Petrick-Lawrence, who left the 
folds of the Women's Social and Politi- 
cal union at the request of Mrs. Emme- 
line Pankhurst and who took with them 
their paper, “Votes for Women.” 

It is known the government will con- 
sider only a compromise based on an 
unqualified repudiation of the Women's 
Social and Political union and all its 
militant . methods. 

Hitherto the constitutional — suffra- 
gists have refused to criticise formally 
the actions of their militant sisters, de- 
claring it was bad tactics in the face 
of the common enemy to question the 
actions of tne militant organization. 
However, several of the prominent con- 
stitutional suffragist leaders now ex- 
press themselves willing to abandon 
this attitude. They have, they declare, 
becoine convinced that suppression of 
the militants is the only hope of se- 
curing the. parliamentary suffrage. for 
women. 

Women already possess the municipal 
suffrage and may hold any civic office 
outside of parliament. 


COLLECTION OF POSTAGE 
STAMPS LEFT MUSEUM 


NEW YORK, Nov. —An unusual 
legacy has been left to the Metropsli- 
tan Museum of Art in the collection 
of postage stamps valued at $250,000, 
belonging to the late Max E. Bern- 
heimer. It will be the first collection 
of its kind in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. It holds more than 50,060 vari- 
eties, distributed in forty-nine volumes.
